POLICE PENSIONS 
Widows of Murdered Patrol 
‘men Wait Long for the 


MES. DUFFY STILL HOPING

Husband Killed-May 1, but She 
and Children Have Not Yet 


‘Not only are the widows of Chicago pa- 
trolmen threatened with a reduction of the 
annuities from the police pension fund, to 

hich théy are entitled by law, because of 
the necessity of keeping the benefits within 
the amount which the fund in its present 
condition will stand, but there appear also 
to be long delays in the awarding of such 
pensions. 

This condition was brought home to Chief 
O'Neill yesterday by the widow of a patrol- 
man who was shot dead -while on duty last 
May, and who as yet has received no money 
from the pension fund. 

For three months this woman has strug- 
gied to support her family and to pay the 
rent on the home. Some time ago her name 


| was placed on the pension roll. She is enti- 


tled to $41.67 a month, but as yet has not 
received any of this money. Impelled by 
necessity, the woman appealed to Chief 
O'Neil] yesterday. She was assured that ef- 
forts would be made to hurry along the 
machinery of the pension board. so that she 
might receive the money to which she and 
her fatherless children are entitled. 


Chief Discusses the Delay. . 

The woman was Mrs. Patrick Duffy, and 
after hearing her story Chief O'Neill said: 

“While this matter of the benefactions 
under the police pension fund is being dis- 
cussed and citizens are showing a disposi- 
tion to be generous to the families of the 
two men who were killed in the performance 
of their duty Tuesday morning, I would like 
a little public attention drawn to the case 


of Pat Duffy.

Receives Mysterious Letters. 

During the day Inspector Hunt received the 
following letters, written on Hotel Morrison 
paper, which were turned over to Patrolman *

To Whom It May Concern: I, William J. Barth- 
olin, Go hereby swear that/TI killed and willfully 
murdered my moth nnie Mitchell. I am 
still in Chicago and am laughing at the efforts of

This note was folded in another addressed 
to “G. Bennett Hays, City,’ and left with 
the clerk:

‘present say where I will go, but I start for Wash- 
ington, and when I get located will write you 
Mr. Hays lives at 1242 California avenue 
and J, B. F. Morrison staysathis home.

TROOPS MINE RIOTS 


SOLDIERS CLASH WITH MOB AT 
SHENANDOAH DEPOT. 


Crowd Chases Nonunion Worker to 
Place Where a Company of Militia 

Is on Guard—Little Band Protects 
Fugitive Until Entire Regiment Ar- 
rives and Quickly Clears Streets—

The disorder was the result of a mob chas- 
ing an alleged unfair workman near the 
Philadelphia and.

There were fifty or sixty men 
in the mob. As they chased the man up the 
railroad throwing stones at him the night 
watchman of the washery, named Anthony 
Flinn, tried to rescue the man.

Watchmaz Thrown Into Creek.

STRIKERS RIOT AY BARNS 


STABLE MEN MAKE TROUBLE FOR 
DEPARTMENT STORES. 


Employment of Nonunion Men by One 

Firm Results in Acute Demonstra- 

‘ tion at Fifteenth and State Streets— 

It Is Quelled by Prompt Action of 

Police—Pickets Guard Stables of 

Concerns—Teamsters Show 
Anxiety to Offer Aid. 


Striking stablemen and sympathizing team- 
sters gathered before the barns of five of 
the State street department stores last night 
ana watched the firms bring in men to take 
,the hostlers’ places. When the crowd 
threatened violence the police were called 
upon to guard the barns, the streets_were 
cleared, and informal meetings of angry 
strikers were broken up. } 

Business Agent W. P. Dunn of the Stable- 
men’s union, yesterday morning called out 
all the members of that organization who 
are employed by the five stores. The strike 
began a week ago when Dunn. called out 
the mén from A. M. Rothschild & Co.'s barns 
at Clark and Sixteenth streets. It was his 
intention to fight each firm separately, but 
the granting of police protection to Roths- 
child & Co. caused a change of plan. 

Over 150 men were affected by the order. 
They are employed by the Fair, the Boston 
Store, A. M. Rothschild & Ce., Siegel, Cooper 
& Co., and Mandel Brothers. 


Police Protect Firm’s Barn. 

During the day the strike was quiet, but at 
6 o’clock the Fair brought seven of its men 
from the downtown store to the barns at 
State and Fifteenth street under police pro- 
tection. When they drew near to the stables 
the strikers gathered from the vicinity and 
began to riot. Several of the police started 
for the crowd, and under the cover of the 
confusion the nonunion men reached the 
barns. Union pickets were promptly put out, 
and the police were kept busy driving them 
from the 3 

The strikers then went to the barns of 
Siegel, Cooper & Co. at 1622 State street. 
There they met the drivers of all the firms 
and urged them to go out on a sympathetic 
strike. President Flory and Business Agent 
Ryan of the Drivers’ union hurried to the 
scene in a cab and an informal meeting was 
held on the street. 

Teamsters Want to Strike. 

The teamsters wanted to leave théir 
places at once and tie up the firms. This 
their officers would not allow, and threat- 
ened to revoke the membership of any man 
who did it. Hot words passed between the 
‘ officers and the men. It was finally agreed 
that a special meeting of the organization 
will be held on Sunday and a sympathetic 
strike considered. By that time the officers 
hope to secure a settlement for the stable- 
men. 


- It is claimed by Businegs Agent Dunn that 


the big stores are unable to get good hostlers 
to take the strikers’ places. He claims that 
the horses will soon begin to show the ef- 


| fects. To make sure of this, he has re- 


quested the Horseshoers’ union, of which 
he is a member, to prohibit its men from 
earing for any- of the horses of the stores 
under fire. This, he says, the union has 


agreed to do. ; 


Fight for More Wages. 

“The fight is for an increase in wages,”’ 
said Business Agent Dunn. ‘ The men must 
have more- pay in order to live. Since the 
firms believe they are getting enough we 
must force them to change their minds. If 
/ we cannot win alone we shall ask other 
organizations to help us. I believe they will. 
The men want better quarters in some of 
the barns. They want $15 a week for six 
days’ work of twelve hours each. When 
compelled to work on Sunday they want 20 
cents an hour. They are now getting from 
$9 to $11 a week for seven days’ work. 

*‘Chairman Frederick W. Job of the state 
board of arbitration was asked by the union 
to try and bring about ‘a settlement. He 
had the consent of some of the firms, but 
the others would not agree,.and now there 
is nothing for us to do but fight it out. The 
men are bitter. One of the barn superin- 
tendents told them they were of too low a 
caliber to be treated with and they have 
decided to show him a thing or two.” i‘.

The mere 
mention of Greenberg’s name, it is declared, 
frightened Mrs. West so that she borrowed 
$10 to pay Ritthamel rather than have him 
carry out his threat. 


SUCCEEDS PROF. HORSWELL. 


Vacancy in Garrett Biblical Institute 
Faculty Accepted by the Rev. F. 
P. Eislen of Philadelphia. 


Prof. Charles Horswell’s successor at Gar- 
rett Biblical institute has been appointed. 
The Rev. F. P. Eislen, pastor of the Fifth 
Street Methodist church of Philadgiphia, has 
been chosen for the chair of Hebrew lan- 
guage and literature, and his letter of ac- 
ceptance was received by Secretary Frank P. 
Crandon of the board of trustees yesterday. 
He will begin his nev duties in the fall. 

The Rev. Mr. Ejislen, whois only 30 years 
old, will be the youngest member on the 
Garrett Biblical faculty. Heis known as one 
of the leading scholars in the Methodist 
church, and is said to be the foremost As- 
syriologist in the country. Educated at 
New York university and Drew Theological 
institute, he taught for a time at the latter 
seminary, and then entered the ministry, fill- 
ing many important pulpitsin the east. 

Prof. Horswell’s resignation last June cre- 
ated a stir in Methodist circles.

BOYS TOBERELEASEDAND 
PLACED IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Forty-nine Lads Committed to Parental 
_ Institution for Truancy Will Be 
_ Given Freedom on Their Paroles. 


Forty-nine boys from the new parental 
school will be paroled to the several schools 
in September, and educational authorities 
will watch with intense Interest the result. 
This will be the first set of releases from 
the big institution on which many hundred 
thousaazd dollars have béen spent inthe 
hope of redeeming boys who have started 
on the downward path, | 

The boys will give their paroles to the prin- 
cipale of the schools.to which they will go. 
The principals will report fortnightly to 
Supt. T. H. MacQueary, and one single day’s 
truancy will cause the return of the of- 
fender to the parental school, where he will 
be kept at least three months, and perhaps 
until he is 14 years old. ; 

Those to be released are the boys of the 
first division. They have passed up from 
the second division, in which for a month 
they got less' than demerit marks for a 
month, and received marks of ‘*‘ good”’ in 
studies and deportment. If the second di- 
vision boys fail to make “ good ”’ marks, or. 
get more than fifty demerits, they go into the 
third division. If, having reached the first 
division, they fail to get good marks, they 
go backward to the second. 

There are now sixteen boys in the second 
and twenty-nine in the third division, mak- 
ing ninety-four in the whole school. The 
ages run from 8 to 13 years. Gardening is 
the. chief amusement, and last week the 
boys marketed thirty bushels of string beans 
with much pride. Eaeh lad, if large enough, 
has control of one-tenth of an acre.

and all of the Cuban papers have been de- 
voting columns of space to telling why the 
Unlied States cannot interfere. The Platt 
amendment, they say, will not be violated in 
the least, as they have kept article 2 of t 

document in mind all of the time. ; 


Will Evade Platt Law. 


Inquiry among the different leaders of the 
government at first failed to reveal the plans 
by which they intend to get around the pro- 
visions of the Platt law, but it is learned 
from one of the members of the Cuban senate 
who has been the father of the loan project 
that ample provision will be made for the 
establishment of a sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the $35,000,000 loan. 

- The method to be used, according to the 
plans of the leaders, is the adoption of an 
internal tax similar to the war tax which 
was collected by the United States during the 
Spanish-American war. Such a measure is 
under consideration and a bill is being 


| drafted. 


New Scheme for Taxation. 


The bill provides for a tax on every bale | 
of tobacco, every package of cigarets, every 
ree of business houses, every telegram or 
check. 

It is believed by nearly all of the Cuban 
legislators that President Roosevelt and Sec- 
retary Root have full cognizance of the loan 
question and have recognized the necessity 


of it. 
Will Not Sell Arsenal. 


The house of representatives has adopt- 
ed a resolution forbidding the government 
to sell or lease the arsenal here or the 
fortresses of the island. This action was 
taken in view of the recent proposal of the 
cabinet to lease the arsenal. It was ru- 
mored that the arsenal might be leased to 
an American, who in turn would lease it to 
the American government. 

During the last few days several Havana 
newspapers have been making violent on- 


\slaughts upon the chief executive of the re- 


public, accusing him of incompetence; igno- 
rance, and weakness. The papers say that 
in spite of the repeated requests of congress 
President Palma has not yet presented the 
budget. The Discusion says that congress 
is wasting time lamentably and declares 
that a number of laws have been delayed. 


READY TO INDORSE MASON. 


Democrats of Eighth Senatorial Dis- 
trict Convention Adjourned a Week 
| to Prevent Such Action. 


It developed yesterday that the democratic 
convention of the EKighth senatorial district 
held at the Sherman house on Thursday was 
adjourned to prevent the introduction of a 
resolution indorsing the candidacy of Sena-.

The district is strongly republican, and 
the work of the democratic convention was 
to nominate a minority candidate for the 
lower house.

RUSSIAN NOBLEMAN AND PARTY 
VISIT CHICAGO. 


His Imperial Highness, Cousin of the 
Czar, Arrives in Democratic*Style 
to Spend Two Days in the City—He 
Dines at Chicago Club as Guest of 
Charles R. Crane—Will See Stock-

| His imperial highness Grand Duke Boris 


of Russia, cousin of the czar and son of 
Grand Duke Vladimir, admiral of the Rus- 
sian navy, arrived in Chicago last evening. . 
Accompanied by his suite, his entrance into 
the city was characterized by an utter ab- 
sence of display. | 

The young grand duke stepped from the 
rear platform of the Northwestern overland 
limited at 6:15 ’o'’clock like an American. 
His train had been delayed nine hours, owing 
to a washout on the road near Council Bluffs, 
but the long wait did not diminish his enthu- 
siasm. He told Baron Schlippenbach, Rus-

party. Baron Schiippenbach wore the white 
uniform of the consular corps, resplendent’ 
with gold braid, brass buttons, and decora- 
tions.

THE ‘SHIPBUILDING CONSOLIDATION. 

The organization of the United States 
Shipbuilding company: has been perfected. 
-The final payments have been made for 
the shipbuilding plants which are absorbed 
in the new corporation. It will have plants 
in Maine, Connecticut, Delaware, New Jer- 
sey, and on the Pacific coast. It owns also 
the Bethlehem Steel company’s plant and |* 
will make the steel and iron to be used in its 
yessels. = 

As is customary when a combine is formed 
statements are made of great economies to 
be secured, Each shipyard is to be. given 
over to the construction of a special type 
of vessel. The increased efficiency to be 
secured by this change and other changes 
will, 
to reap greater profits than the independent 
companies did. It is the expressed belief 
of*the managers of the United States Ship- 
building company that foreigners will find 
it to their advantage to come to this coun- 
try to buy ships. It will be a signal vic- 
tory if American shipyards undersell those 
on the Clyde and take away their cus- 


their advantage to buy American ships 
American shipbuilders will not need sub- 
sidy encouragement to make their industry 
a profitable one. The consolidation of steam- 
ship lines and of ship building companies 
in the interest of efficiency and economy 
makes the enactment of a ship subsidy bill 
altogether impossible. 

“According to a New York dispatch, Mr. 
Charles M. Schwab bought the Bethlehem 
steel works for $7,500,000 and sold them 
to the shipbuilding company for $10,000,- 
000 of its collateral trust certificates, 
$8,000,000 of its preferred stock, and $8,- 
000,000 of its common stock. If it were 
possible for Mr. Schwab to dispose of the 
securities at their face value he would 
make a profit of $18,500,000. Of course, 
he has made no such profit, but he must 
have made considerable by his bargain. — 

It will be an advantage to the shipbuilding 
company to have a well equipped plant where 
it can make for itself, among other things, 
the costly steel armor for the warships it 
hopes to get contracts for. That advantage 
will be neutralized, in whole or part, if an 
extravagant price has been paid for the 
Bethlehem plant., If the true value of the 
securities which have been given Mr. Schwab 
for the plant is not in excess of its real 
value, then the shipbuilding company has 
been heavily overcapitalized. The fruits 
of whatever economies are realized through 
consolidation will be eaten up in the at- 
tempt to pay interest on trust certificates

| LUTHER R. MARSH 18 DEAD 


FORMER PARTNER OF DANIEL 
WEBSTER PASSES AWAY. 
For Years One of the Leaders of the 
Legal Profession in New. York State 
‘Until Conversion to Spiritualism— 
Home in Gotham Deeded to Ann 
OdeHa Diss De Bar While Under 
Her Influence—Big Fortune Melts 
Away. 


~Middletown, N. Y., Aug. 15.—[{Special.]— 
Luther R. Marsh, once law partner of Daniel 
Webster, and for many years one of the lead- 
ers in the legal profession in this state, but 
later a disciple of Ann Odelia Diss De Bar, 
died here today at the residence of the late 
Mrs. Clarissa J. Huyler. 

Mr. Marsh made his home for the last dec- 
ade, since the time of giving up his resi- 
dence in New York City, at the Huyler 
house. Mrs. Huyler was a spiritualistic me- 


An illness of three weeks preceded Mr. 
Marsh’s death. A week ago stomach trouble 
developed, and it became apparent to his 

hysicians and friends that the end was near. 

is morning, when the nurse appeared with 
nourishment, Mr. Marsh remarked that it 
would be his last breakfast, and that ere 
nightfall he would have passed away. 


Long Leader of New York Bar. 


Until his conversion to spiritualism, Lu- 
ther R. Marsh was among the two or three 
men who led the New York bar. He was 
born in Onondaga county April 4, 1813. In 
1844 he became the partner of Daniel Web- 
gter, and they worked together until Mr. 
Webster returned to the senate, 

e at- 
tained some prominence as a writer on po- 
litical topics. He wrote editorials for the 


periodicals. 

Spiritualism first attracted the attention 
of Mr. Marsh in 1872. He jooked at it then 
as an amuserrent. 

In 1885 or 1886 he was introduced to Ann 
Odelia Diss De Bar, who described herself 
as the daughter of King Louis I. of Bavaria 
and Lola Montez. Mr. Marsh came com- 
pletely under Mise De Bar’s influence, and 
presented to her his home at 66 Madison 
avenue, with the request that she make it 
a temple of spiritualisin. She produced 
spook pictures in great numbers for him. 


" Fortune Begins to Melt Away. 

Marsh’s great fortune began to melt away, 
and at the instigation of many of his friends 
in the Bar association his young partner, 
Mr. Wallis, instituted, proceedings against 
the woman. She was convicted of con- 
spiracy and committed to the Tombs for 
six months. She was forced to deed the 
‘temple back to Mr. Marsh. 

Mr. Marsh moved to Middletown, N. Y., 
where he went to live with a Mrs. Huyter, a 
medium. Mrs. Huyler had a husband, and 
the pair received Mr. Marsh ostensibly as 
their free guest. They allowed him, how- 
ever, to rebuild their house and to buy the 
family meals. Through Mrs. Huyler Mr. 
Marsh received many communications, which 
he believed were from the spirit world. Mrs. 
Huyler died several years ago and Mr. 
Marsh has once or twice expressed himself 
as troubled that she sent no messages to 
him from the spirit world. 3

“I have done nothing that was wrong,” 
said Miss Dunlap tonight. “I am wiling 
to tell all that I know about Aliie’s death.” 


No Motive Is Apparent. . 


Possible motives for the death o 
Dool are being canvassed by the authori ’ 
All the reasons which lie in jealousy and 
love have been analyzed, and, with one ex- 
ceptidn, no adequate motive for the murder 
of the girl can be found. That one exception 
involves another Aledo family. _ It is known 
to few residents of the town, and these few 
hope that it cannot be verified. 

If the worst fears of those in the state’s 
attorney’s office are realized, Mercer county 
will have a case as astonishing as any which 
ever disturbed a great city. If the death of 
Miss Dool be ascribed finally to accident 
the case will remain one of the most peculiar 
that ever resulted fatally. 

Miss Dool and Miss Dunlap both had been 
popular girls in Aledo. Both were of ex- 
cellent family. They had been friends for 
many years. Both, at different times, had 
been employed in the dry goods store of B. 
BF. Felix. Miss Dool was working there at 
the time of her sudden death. 

Nothing ever. had been known to disturb | 
their friendship. With those circumstances 
knowp the authorities now are confronted 
with the facts in the case. 


Known Facts in the Case. - 


Tuesday, Aug. 5, Miss Dunlap purchased 
strychnine of Dr. C. W. Carter, a local physi- 
cian. The succeeding day she purchased 
some chocolate candy of F. A. Miner, a dealer 
[im this city. Thursday, Aug. 7, in company 
with Miss Margaret Miller, she again bougnt 
candy, similar to th&t which she had pur- 
chased the day before. A half hour after- 
wards this candy was offered to Miss Dool. 
who ate several pieces and is said to have 
complained at the time that it was bitter. 
This same complaint was made by Miss Dun- 
lap herself. The girl who gave the candy 
left the store and was half way home when 
she was taken ill. 

Meanwhile Miss Dool had gone into 
in the store, Between her gasps for breath 
she managed to tell Maynard Marquis, an- 
other clerk in. the store, where a piece of 
the candy was. She had bitten into it, but 
had not eatenit. This wassecured and given 
to a druggist for analysis. He found crystals 
of strychnine imbedded in the cream. 


Lives Only a Few Hours. 

Miss Dool was taken ill at 5:30 o’clock in 
the afternoon. She died at 10 o’clock that 
night. Miss ‘Dunlap’s illness became more 
serious after she reached home. Some sim- 
ple remedies were used, but after neigh- 
bors had telephoned to her residence that 
Miss Dool had died of poisoning two physi- 
cians, Dr. Reynolds and Dr. Carter, were 
called in. After they had alleviated the 
girl’s pain they declared that there was no 
trace of poison. | 

The candy in the store where Miss Dunlap 
had bought the chocolate drops was exam- 
ined and some of it has been sent to Chi- 
cago for analysis. That which was taken 
out of the tray has beén pronounced free 
from any taint of poison. It adds to the 
mystery of the case that both Miss Dunlap 
and Miss Miller ate from the same sack as 
Miss Dool. Miss Miller was not taken ill 
at all. 

These are the facts as the authorities have | 
them. From Rush Medical college the re- 
quest has come for more data, if it can possi- 
bly be given. It has been said that the 
traces of strychnine are hard to discover in 
the stomach. | 


Arrest May Come Later. 

While Assistant State’s Attorney Burgess 
says that the case is one which demands 
thorough investigation, and while he admits 
that sufficient justification for an arrest ex- 
ists, he says the necessity for it does not, as 
there is no danger of any suspected persons 
leaving town. In this small community con- 
ditions are so different from those in a large 
city that arrests do not have to be made to 
prevent escape, he says. Miss Dunlap’s at- 
titude in the matter is serene and seemingly 
candid. She is self-possessed and cool when 
questioned. She related the story of the buy- 
ing of the candy and explained the purchase 
of the strychnine without embarrassment. 

The poison, she said, had been purchased 
to use as a treatment forcorns. She said she 
had made two purchases of strychnine, buy- 
ing 56 cents worth each time. She also said 
that the last purchase had been made at 
least a week before Miss Dool died, and not 
two days before, as the papers are informed. 


Poison Used as Corn Remedy. 

“T had been in the west,’”’ Miss Dunlap 
said, “and had learned this remedy for 
corns. Both my mother and I had been suf- 
fering from them, and when I came home 
we decided to try it. 

“The first purchase was made of the 
cruggist himself. He told me that I did not 
look MNke a person who would commit sui- 
cide and sold it to me. The second purchase 
was made from Dr. Carter. It must have 
been a week before Allie died. 

“That afternoon I had been with Miss 
Miller to the Teachers’ institute. She is 
studying and will be a teacher. We werit up- 
town and I bought some chocolate. Miss 
Miller also bought some candy. We went 
to the dry goods store, but all the.clerks were 
busy. So we went to the train to see a cousin 
away, and then went back to the store. 
Allie and Maynard Marquis were there then,

‘The cutting of a child’s hair !s a vexed and 
much debated question. The old fashioned

go until a little girl had reached the age of 
twelve, after which the hair was allowed 


to grow. 


Cutting the Hair. 

But it is doubtful if our foremothers had 

eny better hair by this method and very 

* doubtful if the women of today boast 
better tresses than will grace the heads 
of those who are being treated by modern 
methods. 

Scientists of today argue that a child's hair 
is,injured by being cut, and they maintain 
that the best heads of hair are those to 
which no shears have ever been applied. 

One of their arguments is that hair grows 
from the roots, not from the ende, and that 
the roots are injured by the constant clip- 
ping of the ends. 


They say, also, that there is a fluid in the hair is heated from the head, it should be that Will” pull 


each hair, and that this escapes when the 
hair ig cut, and so the root is weakened. 
The fashion of clipping the ends at each 
full moon, in old fashioned superstition, is 
ridiculed by these up to date personages, 
who say that the hair should be clipped only 
when it is so broken asto be disfigured. 
If the NMttle girl has hair with broken ends 
she can go to the hair dresser and have 
the ends cut off, an inch or so being re- 
moved. Or the operation can be performed 
at home. But there must not be a particle 
of alcohol put woon the head, nor must it be 
spattered with bey rum. The hair can be 
clipped upon a towel and the ends well 
brushed afterwards. 
If the little girl complains of headache and 
of the heat of her hair she can have it cut 
off. But the practice of cutting the hair 
must not be kept up, if it is ever intended 


to grow long, and the little girl the next 


year may complain of it. , 

If the hair be tied loosely with ribbons and 
the neck cooled by the way the hair is Mfted 
away from it there will be no complaint of 
the heat of the hair, for a child’s hair is 
light and is not of the same heating quality

| 
Ventilating the Scalp. 
The ventilating of the scalp is something 
that cannot be neglected. Once a week, when 


lifted and shaken out asi though 1t were 
being dried. 

‘To ventilate the hair, take the strands in 
the fingers and lift them, giving them a littie 
shake. Lift the hair, lock by lock, in this 
manner, until the air reaches every inch of 
the sca:p. Go over ‘the whole head, lifting 
and, shaking and letting the air into the 
roots. 

The massaging of the scaip is a good thing 
if a little oil be used. Castor oilis the best of 
all oils, but it is apt to be offensive, and for 
this reason olive oil or sweet almond oil can 
be substituted. The sca:p is taken inch by 
inch, and the oil ts rubbed into the roots. 

If the hair shows a tendency to be thin on 

+> top, a gentle pounding of the scalp will some- 
times stimulate the roots. Part the hair, lift 
the hands so that the back of the hand comes 
down upon the scalp, and; ever so gently, go 
over the whole head. whefever the hair seems 
to be thin. 


If the little girl's naif fis too straight for 
beauty it can be waved, but before doing it 


up it shou'd be lightly moistened with luke- 
warm water. Do not wet the roots, and let 
the hair be slightly dampened. Do not real- 
ly wet it, but moisten the palms of the hands 
and rub them over the hair. This will make 
a sufficient moisture to give the wave. _ 
The child’s hair should be done up on kid 
wrappers oronsoft paper. Rags will anewer 
the purpose, but there shou:d be nothing done 


ull the hair by the roots. The 
wrappers should be tied some inches from 
the head, and not scfewed tightiy to the 
scalp, as is too often done. 

It is far better for the little girl's head to 
let nature alone in the matter of waving. 
and not try to foree it into an unmatural 
curl, for the child's head is pretty enough if 
the hair be kept Hight and clean, andiif it be 
made to'grow thick and is tastefully dressed. 
Curling must always injure it more or less. 
for it surely -breaks the hair.
